3 a On each side, over all three 
wires, string a round bead, 
b Repeat steps 2 and 3a. Push 
the beads together so the pearl 
segments curve slightly.

4 On each end. string a crimp 
bead and half of a clasp. 
Check the fit, and add or remove 
beads if necessary. Go back 
through the beads just strung 
and tighten the wire. Crimp the 
crimp bead (Basics) and trim the

1 necklace • To make a 10 mm 
(small) circle component, 
cut a 3-in. (7.6 cm) piece of wire. 
Make a loop on each end in 
opposite directions. 




2 Position one loop on the third 
smallest tier of a mandrel or 
on a Vs-in. (1 cm) dowel, and pull 
the wire around one full rotation. 




3 Make a right-angle bend 
with the first loop. Pull the wire 
around the stem. 



4 Place the tip of your roundnose 
pliers in the loop and coil the 
wire. Center the coil in the circle. 




5 Make a 13 mm (medium) 
circle component with a 3 ] / 2 -in. 
(8.9 cm) piece of wire on the fifth 
tier of the mandrel or on a %-in. 
(1.3 cm) dowel. 




6 Make a 19 mm (large) circle 
component with a 5-in. (13 cm) 
piece of wire on the eighth tier of 
the mandrel or on a %-in. (1.9 cm) 
dowel.

While pondering the view from my Keystone, Indiana, home, I designed this 
necklace and bracelet. The colors remind me of the grass and wheat below 
a summer sky. Indianapolis was once called Circle City, so this set has a fun 
connection to my birthplace, too. 




1 necklace • Cut a 4-in. (10 cm) 
piece of beading wire. String 
23 4 mm helix crystals. String one 
end through the beads in the 
opposite direction, pulling the 
ends to form a circle. Place the 
circle in the outside channel of 
a double-circle component. 



2 Cut a 3-in. (7.6 cm) piece of 
wire. String 14 4 mm round 
crystals. Make a circle of beads 
as in step 1. Place the circle in 
the inside channel of the double- 
circle component. 




3 On a decorative head pin, string 
an 8 mm helix crystal. String 
the holes of the circle component, 
making sure the head pin is on top 
of the wires. Make a wrapped loop 
(Basics, p. 98). Trim the wire tails. 

Cut a 12-in. (30 cm) piece of 
beading wire. Center the pendant. 




wrapped loop. Make 12 6 mm 
helix units, 12 6 mm round units, 
12 6 mm rondelle units, and 24 
4 mm round units. 




5 Cut two 6-8-in. (15-20 cm) 
pieces of chain. On each end 
of the beaded strand, string a 
crimp bead and a chain. Go back 
through the last few beads strung 
and tighten the wire. Crimp the 
crimp bead (Basics) and trim the 
excess wire. 




5 On each end of the wire, string: 
round pearl, 4 mm round unit, 

6 mm helix unit, 6 mm round unit, 

6 mm rondelle unit, 4 mm round 
unit. Repeat five times. 




7 Close a crimp cover over each 
crimp. On one end of the chain, 
open a link (Basics) and attach a 
lobster claw clasp. Close the link. 



Tips 




• Make sure you use 4 mm 



crystals to fill the circle compo- 
nents. Slightly larger crystals will 
not fit. You can also use round 
crystals instead of helix crystals. 
• You can use an EZ Crimp 
toggle clasp finding to finish 
the bracelet. 




• If there's a gap in the wire, 
close an extra crimp cover next 
to the first to cover it.

Italy is an emotional rather than a geographical home 
for me. My mother's family is Italian and I've enjoyed 
two glorious visits so far. The colors of this bracelet- 
and-earrings set recall the warmth of the people 
and the majesty of fhe art. The Venetian beads are 
a reminder of my favorite city, and the clasp also 
reminds me of Venice. When I fed the pigeons in Piazza 
San Marco, a half-dozen perched on my arms and 
shoulders waiting for the next morsel. Even the birds 
made me feel at home! 




1 bracelet • Cut a piece of 
beading wire (Basics, p. 98). 

On the wire, center: bicone crystal, 
bead cap, 36 mm Venetian bead, 
bead cap, bicone. 




2 On each end, string: 10 mm 
bead, bicone, 15 mm Venetian 
bead, bicone, 10 mm. String the 
pattern from step 1 . 




3 On each end, string a crimp 
bead, a bicone, and half of 
a clasp. Check the fit, and add 
or remove beads if necessary. 

Go back through the beads just 
strung and tighten the wire. Crimp 
the crimp bead (Basics) and trim 
the excess wire. 
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To make "drip" beads, 
bead makers use 
exposed gold and 
colored translucent glass 
to create a textured 
pattern that resembles 
dripping glass.

Colorful beads 
highlight a 
Texas tradition

Every year, San Antonio hosts Fiesta, a 10-day 
celebration with more than 100 events. Its most notable 
happening? The Battle of the Flowers parade, which 
began in 1891 as a way to honor the heroes of the 
Alamo. A mix of Texas pride and Mexican culture, this 
celebration boasts a rainbow of colors: cascarones 
(confetti-filled eggs that are cracked on your head), 
paper-flower crowns, and costumes worn by the crowd. 

I designed this necklace and earrings to echo the 
exuberance of the parade. 



earrings • Make the 
earring components 
(p. 38). For each 
earring: Open a 7 mm 
jump ring (Basics, 
p. 98). Attach a glass 
teardrop bead and 
the loop ot a single- 
rondelle connector. 
Close the jump ring.

(3.8 cm) eye pin, string a flat 
spacer, a 23-28 mm polymer 
clay disk bead, and a flat 
spacer. Make a plain loop 
perpendicular to the first. 
Make three disk connectors.

rondelle connector • On a lVWn. 
(3.8 cm) eye pin, string: 6 mm 
rondelle, bead cap, 12 mm 
polymer clay rondelle, bead 
cap, 6 mm rondelle.

Living in South Florida, I see an abundance of color all around me.

A few simple

Before making this set, I spent time just thinking 
about where I live; I actually listed what Michigan 
means to me. Natural elements, like the beach, 
woods, birds, and snow, as well as industrial aspects, 
like old buildings, cars, and factories, kept appearing 
on my list. Looking through my bead stash, I found 
goodies relating to the two themes. 




1 necklace • Cut a 3-in. (7.6 cm) 
piece of 24-gauge wire. String 
a briolette and make a set of 
wraps above it (Basics, p. 98). 
Make the first half of a wrapped 
loop (Basics) perpendicular to 
the bead. 



2 Cut a 2-in. (5 cm) piece of 
24-gauge wire. Make the first 
half of a wrapped loop. String 
a bicone crystal and make the 
first half of a wrapped loop 
perpendicular to the first. Make 
seven bicone units. Using 
20-gauge wire, make a bicone 
unit with a 7 mm loop. 




3 Attach one loop of a 24-gauge 
bicone unit to a hammered 
ring. Cut two 3 /4-in. (1.9 cm) pieces 
of chain. Connect the other loop 
to a chain. Complete the wraps. 
Repeat on the other side of the ring 



4 Cut two 2-in. (5 cm) and two 
5-7-in. (13-18 cm) pieces of 
chain. On each side, attach: bicone 
unit, 2-in. (5 cm) chain, bicone unit, 
5-7-in. (13-18 cm) chain. Complete 
the wraps as you go. 






5 On one end, use a bicone 
unit to attach a lobster claw 
clasp.

Stamped and domed copper disks and colorful 
crystals represent Milwaukee's Domes

The Mitchell Park Horticultural Conservatory — "The 
Domes" — in Milwaukee is a plant lover's paradise, 
especially during a Wisconsin winter. This necklace, 
bracelet, and earrings use stamped copper domes, 
floral bead caps, and bold-colored bicones to express 
the juxtaposition of the geometric lines of The Domes 
and the organic nature of their exhibits. 




The Domes are located at 524 
S. Layton Blvd., Milwaukee, Wl. 




1 necklace • Using a texture 
hammer, strike a copper disk 
to make stripes, turning the disk 
45 degrees between each hit. 




4 Use hole-punch pliers to punch 
five holes along the edge of 
the domed disk. 



2 Holding the stamp at its base, 
use a hammer to make two or 
three floral impressions on the disk. 




first half of a wrapped loop (Basics, 
p. 98). Make 30 bicone units, 
adding bead caps to six to eight 
of the 6 mm units. 




3 Center the disk face down 
in the appropriately sized 
indentation on a dapping block. 
Center the corresponding punch 
on the disk. Strike the punch with 
the hammer. Repeat as necessary. 




On each chain, open an end link 
and attach a top hole of the 
copper dome. Close the links. On 
each side of the dome, skip a link 
and attach a bicone unit. Attach 
bicone units to every other link, 
completing the wraps as you go. 
Attach six units to each side. 
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
